He, dwelt in his capital of Bek- 
hara, a city surrounded by a stone 
wall, cight miles long and twenty- 
eight feet - high. Eleven - gates 
guarded the city, and semi-circular 
towers protected the walls, . 

The city hos a population of 
100,000 and is the greatest trading 
centre of Ocntral Asia. In no giant 
citadel in the heart of the city were 
the Emir’s treasure chambers. 

Ho ia known to have possessed 
£35,000,000 in, gold coin and ingots, 
opart from hia superb jewellery, 
stnted by experts to be the most 
magnificent collection .of precious 
stones in all Asin. 

The gatea of the treasure cham. 
bers were opened aot sunlight and 
closed at sundown, and were guard- 
ed hy sentrits. The Emir inspected 
his treasury twice daily.“ 

He ruled in the wild way of these 
Eastern monarchs. Four brothers 
and . twenty-five relations with 
claims to the throne were slaugh- 
tered indiscriminately shortly after 
his accession. Political agitators 
and recalcitrant nobles were cither 
massacred wholesale or left to die 
in the dungeons, . 

His harem consisted of 110 peer- 
less women, He had been a major- 
general in the old Russian Army 
and aide-de-camp of tho Czar. It 
seemed he was supreme. 

And then in August 
bomb-shell burst! 

For many months the Soviet, in 
the guise of ‘ emancipators,” had 
been financing the Young Bokharan 
Party, urgirig them to revolt and 
smash the rule of a tyrannical Emir.

| ‘NAVY LEAGUE NONSENSE. 


Avren-DINNER speeches are not always 
to he taken seriously. A certnin 
amount of Intitude is usually cx- 
pected by speakers and allowed by 
Heteners on such occasions, There 
are times, however, when those en- 
‘trusted with the duty of publicly 
proposing or responding to tonata 
should be very gareful as to what 
they say, and how thoy say it. Sir 
Tuomas . WatrorD, High Commis- 
sioner for New Zealand, who attend- 
ed the annual dinner of the Nayy 
League in London, evidently has 
very decided views about the, im?
